while the average amount paid by the

about $5,500. 
He thought the rate 
here is higher than in any of them. 
He further stated that recently he 
had an expert to compute the rat« 


which the city is paying for street 
lights and was informed that it was 
about 8 cents per kilowatt hour.

have more lights in use than any of

with it,

BENEVOLENT INSTITUTIONS 
FILE ANNUAL REPORTS 


Board of Guardians Show By State­ 
ment That Orphans Are 
Well Cared For. 


Reports from the various correc­ 
tional, benevolent and penal institu­ 
tions of the state were considered at 
the quarterly session of the Board of 
State Charities yesterday. 
Governor 
Ralston who, by reason of his office, 
is a member of the hoard, attended 
! both the morning and afternoon se s­ 
sions. 
One of the reports submitted con­ 
cerned visits made to children who 
have been taken from orphans’ homes 
: and placed with private families. The 


j agents made 941 calls to visit chil­ 
dren and reported only nine or 1 per 
cent, not found. 
Of the 932 children 
visited, 787 or 84.4 per cent, were 
doing well ; 119 or 12.8 per cent, do­ 
ing fairly well; 906 or 97.2 per cent, 
doing 
satisfactorily. 
Twenty-six 
children, or 2.8 per cent., were re­ 
ported doing poorly. 
Seventy-seven children 
were 
re­ 
moved from family homes. 
Of these 
fifty-six were transferred to other 
family homes and twenty-one return­ 
ed to the counties of which they an- 


wards. 
Forty-three children were 
placed for the first time, making a 
total of ninety-nine placements. 
Agents investigated 118 applica­ 
tio n s for children; seventeen, or 14.4 
per cent, were rejected. 
One hun­ 
dred 
and twenty-four applications 
were received. 
Of these twenty, or 
16.1 per cent., were for children un­ 
der 5 years old; twenty-eight, or 22.6 
per cent, for children 5 to 11 years; 
fifteen, or 12.1 per cent., for hoys 
and girls from 12 to 14 years, and 
sixty-one, or 49.2 per cent., for chil- 
| dren more than 14 years old. 
I 
Agents made 
forty-six 
visits to 
| orphans’ homes, forty visits to coun­ 
ty boards and officials and made 126 
special visits and investigations. They 
spent 39314 days in the field, at a 
cost to the state of $2,699.30 and of 
$163.19 to the counties.

Newly Begun Battle by Financiers in 
This Country Would be Saving 
of Much Money. 


(United Press Correspondence) 
New York, Nov. 2 4— How it great 
deal o f money will be saved to Amer­ 
ican manufacturers if victory erowns 
the newly begun battle of American 
bankers to make lhe American dol­ 
lar, instead of the British pound sterl­ 
ing, the financial standard for world 
trade, was explained to the United 
Press today by Max May, foreign ex­ 
change expert and vice-president o f 
the Guaranty Trust Company. 
Since time out of mind the pound 
sterling has been the world’s exchange 
market standard. 
T h is was because 
Great Britain was considered a finan­ 
cial Gibraltar. 
Britain’s varying war 
fortunes have unsettled
